Unly Four of the Bodies 
have Been Recevered 


Kearsarge Mine, in Montana, the 
Scene of the Horror—Turner, 
One of the Victims, Is a 
Well-Known Mining 
Expert. 


Vinginia City, Mont., November 6.—Fire 
in the Kearsarge mine, 6 miles from 
Virginia City, today killed nine men. The 
damage to surface buildings is. slight. 
Among the dead is Superinfenfent R. B. 
Turner, of Butte, one of the best known 
mining men the northwest. Four 
bodies have been recovered up to tonight.

All the dead miners are from Butte and 
were single men. The Kearsarge is one 
of the principal gold mines of the sfate 
and is considered very valuab!ie. It is 
operated by the Alder Mining Company. 

At about 5 o'clock this morning fire was 
discovered issuing from the tunnel house 
on tunnel] No. 1. 

At the time the flames were discovered 
the timbers in the tunnel were ablaze. 
How the fire originated is not known, 
but at the first alarm all the miners. 
carpenters and Taborers, some {70 in 
all. hastened. across the gulch to ald in 
subduing the flames. Superintendent R. 
B. Turner, whose temporary quarters are 
a short distance from the burning tunnel 
house, at once went to the scene and 
assumed the direction of affairs. He 
entered the tunnel through the fire and 
smoke to give warning to the entombed 
miners and to aid in their escape. Near 
the mouth of the tunnel they stumbled 
over the dead body of John Tobin, who 
evidently had made an effort to escape, 
but was driven back by the flames and 
smoke. They carrieq the body to the 
surface and once more entered the 
workings to rescue their comrades, if 
possible. 

According to the story of a miner, Hur- 
ley by name, he, with Turner and an- 
other man, enteréd the mine, but de- 
scended through the air shaft. Hurley 
was the last of the three-to descend. 
After going down some distance through 
afi shaft Hurley heard a cry and 
then thuds, as of bodies striking the tim- 
bers, followed by a smothered stlash 
in the water. 

Hurley tried to go ‘further down the 
shaft, but was compelled to retrace h'‘s 
steps. Up to a late hour this afternoon 
the bodies of Tobin, Powers, Flemminz 
and Donnelly were all that had heen re 
covered. 

Turner was acknowledged as the leadirz 
authority on cyaniding in America. He 
was a member of the American Socie‘y 
of Mining Engineers His father was 
formerly state auditor of Montana.

Decision of Judge Cleaveland 
Adverse to Nebraskan 


Judge Declares That the Sealed Let- 
ter Giving Bryan $50,000 Is 
No Part of Will—No Undue 
Influence Was Used by 
Mr. Bryan. * 


New Haven, Conn, November 6.—Judge 
Livingston W. Cleaveland, of the probate 
court, handed down a decision today in 
the Bennett will case, solding that the 
secret letter directing Mrs. Bennett, the 
widow, to pay William J. Bryan $60,000, 
was not a part of the will. The decision 
will prevent Mr. Bryan from obtaining 
the money mentioned in the letter until 
the present will is decided by a higher 
court or until he shal] be successful in 
legal proceeding: against M)*. Bennett on 
the ground that the $50,000 could be had 
under clause |2 of the will, which reads 
as follows: 

“12. I give and bequeath unto my wife, 
Grace Imogen Bennett, the sum of $50,- 
000 in trust, however, for the purpose set 
forth in a gealed letter which will be 
found with said will.” 

The text of the letter was made piblic 
at one Of the hearings on the will. Mr. 
Bryan was not preeent when the decision 
was announced but his attorneys said he 
would undoubtedly appeal from Judge 
Cleaveland’s decision, 

Bryan Not Present. 

When Judge Cleaveland took his seat 
on the bench an inquiry was made as to 
Mr, Bryan's whereabouts and when it 
was stated that. he would be here this 
afternoon the judge said he would ad- 
journ court until tomorrow, so that the 
form of the decree could be announced in 
Mr, Bryan's présence, Attorneys for Mr. 
Bryan said they wére ready for the de- 
cree at this time, but the judge thought 
an opportunity should be given for fur- 
ther discussion of the case if desired. He 
then said:

The Text of the Decisions. 

The text of the decision inoludes about 
2,500 words.

‘The testimony of Mr. Dewett, who had 
known him for a quarter of a oéenhufy, 
shows that tke testator was a sharp, able 
business man, a man of decided .opiinons 
from which he wag not easily turned 
aside. But whatever presumption, if any, 
might be ralsed by reason of Mr. Bryan's 
drafting the will has been, in the opinion 
of the court, abupdantly overcome by the 
evidence. Mr. Bry@gn testified that the idea 
of a bequest in his favor, so far from be- 
ing suggested by him or Mrs, Bryan, 
was a complete surprise to both, a state- 
ment in which the court has entire confi- 
defice in view of Mr. Bryan's frankness 
on the Witness stand and his evident de- 
sire to fully disclose all his relatiogs with 
the testator and al] the circumstances 
surrounding the drafting of the will, It 
must also be remembered that the testa- 
tor had ample opportunity to change his 
will any time during the last three years 
of his fire and without the knowledge of 
Mr. Bryan. 

“Mr. Bennett in his will did not forget 
any of his heirs, The Bryans were not 
the only legatees outside of the widow and 
his heirs at aw, but the testator, besides 
making liberal public and charitable be- 
quests, made generous provision for rela- 
tives who would have received nothing 
but for the will. 

“Measured by Mr. Benntett’s devotion 
to Mr. Bryan and to the principles for 
which both had stood, the bequest of 
$50,000 to the Bryans, to take effect after 
the testator’s death, does nog seem more 
unusual than the gift of $3,000 offered 
to Mr. Bryan while they were compara- 
tive strangers and actually paid during 
Mr. Bennett's life. 

“This court finds that neither the 
twelfth clause of the will nor the letter 
therein referred to, in the twelfth clause 
of the will, was so incorporated by refer- 
ence as to be made a part of the will. 
Even though the law in this state is, as 
it seems to be, in my judgment, tbat 
such a papare, under certain conditions, 
may be incorporated by reference, this 
letter is objected to on Other grounds. 
Even if it be conceded that the twelfth 
clause in this will refers to the extraneous 
paper as being in existence at the time 
of the execution of the will, the authori- 
ties agree that the paper referred to must 
in fact be in existence at the time of the 
execution of the will 

Existence of Letter. 


“Was the letter in the sealed envelope 
in existence at the time of the exécution 
of the will? This question is answered by 
the first sentence of the letter itself. It 
reads: 

‘**In my will, just executed, I have be- 
queothées to quo,’ etc. This, the typewrit- 
ten draft, was prepared in Nebraska two 
or three days before the execution of the 
will, but this typewritten draft was not 
designed to be the letter to be referred 
to in the will and cannot be considered as. 
such.’’ , 

The judge cites legal authority in sup- 
port of his contention that the letter can- 
not be regarded as a part of the will and 
goes 


on: 
“In view of teh- recital in let- 
itself, it is rit ig té6 see how Fithont 
ute re; of the authorities this 


“For 
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letter cain be incorporated in the will and 
this court therefore finds that the sealed 
letter cannot be admitted to probate as a 
part of the will. It is not, however, the 
province of this court in probating a will 
to construe its provisions. Hence. the 
twelfth clause, whether operative or not, 
will be admitted to probate as a part of 
the will, and in thus refusing to probate 
the sealed letter as a part of the will, this 
court does not wish to be understood as 
expressing any opinion as to whether the 
letter, without being probated, can have 
any legal effect as a declaration of the 
trust attempted to be created by the 
twelfth clause of the will.’ 
Bryan on the Decision.

Chased by bloodhounds from the fed- 
fral prison to the city, through woods 
and fields and down crowded streets to 
the city's center where they were cap- 
tured, was the experience of two negro 
thieves yesterday afternoon. The won- 
Gerful work of the which

night, and the guards say that 
No better tracking by dogs was ever 
known. 

A remarkable feature Of the story is 
that one of the thieves had gone to the 
federal prison yesterday to carry one 
of the very dogs that tracked and caught 
him, and it was while he.was returning 
to the city that he committed the theft. 

Detective Lanford sent one of his three 
bloodhounds to the prison by MeHenry 
Cook, a negro youth, and Arthur Dew- 
berry, another negro youth, went along. | 
The dog- was delivered and when the : 
negroes were a few hundred yards frum 
the prison they saw six suits of under- 
Wear hanging on a line in the yard of 
Guard E. A. Coleman. They slipped into 
the yard, stole the clothes and started 
on a run for the city. They avoided the 
public roads and made a circuitous route 
through the woods. 

AS soon as the clothes were missed, 
fully two hours after the theft, Guard 
Coleman and Guard Hughes put Detee- 
tive Lanford’s dogs on the trail, and they 
traced the two negroes to the store of 
M. Norris, No. 410 Decatur street. Nor- 
ris had the stolen clothes and stated 
that he bought them from two negro 
boys for 50 cents. The clothes were 
worth $16.

“*The United States have taken, and 
will take, nu interest in any-.question of 
internal revolution in the state of Pana- 
ma, or any state of the United Staises of 
Colombia, but will maintain a perfect 
neutrality in regard to such domestic con- 
troversies. The United States will, nev- 
ertheless, hold themselves ready to pro- 
tect the transit trade across the isthmus 
against invasion of either domestic or 
foreign disturbers of the peace of the 
state of Panama.’ 

Revolution Discussed. 

“This brings us to the sudden and 
startling events which have so recently 
attracted the attention of this country 
and of the world. Although there has 
been no lack, for many years past, of 
numerous causes of discontent and anx- 
lety among the people of Panama, it ap- 
pears that the failure of the canal treaty 
convinced them that there was nothing 
more to be hoped for in their connection 
with the Colombian government, which 
had never proved entirely satisfactory. 
They went to work, with that talent for 
prompt and secret organization, to which 
there is no parallel among people of 
northern blood; they prepared the ma- 
chinery of revolution in advance, and 
suddenly, in a single day, without the 
firing of a shot—with the exception of 
a few shells that were thrown into the 
city from a Colombian steamer in the 
harbor of Panama—they accomplished 
their independence. A government con- 
sisting of the leading citizens of the state 
was at once organized and proclaimed 
to the world; a part 


to Colombia, and. so far as we 
are able to judge, the new republic be- 
gins its career with no organized oppo- 
sition throughout the entire extent ef the 
isthmus, 

“The course of the president in this 
conjecture was marked out in advance by 
all our principles and precedents. He 
gave orders that traffie from 
of the isthmus to the other should be 
kept unimpeded by either party and 
e«harged our officers on the isthmus to 
use the utmost

Colon, Colombia. November 6.—9 a. m. — 
The government of the republic of Pani- 
ma last night appointed Senor Portiro 
Melendez civil and military governor of 
Colon. pending the apvointment of new 
officiats. Those of the old government 
have been impotent since the troops left. 
The prefect, Senor Caudros, and the 
alcalde, Senor Guerrivo, are now nonentl- 
ties. They have not been arrested. 

General] Melendez has notified the ofM- 
cials that they may remain at their posts 
for the present if they swear allegiance 
to the new republic. We has also notified 
the Steamship agents that Colombian 
ports on the Atlantie are closed to all 
arrivals. This refers only to their non- 
acceptance of troops from coast ports 

A steam launch w%s dispatched laat 
night to capture General Bocas del Toro 
in the interest of the new republic. No 
difficulties are anticipated there. 

The new republic is firmly estahlished. 
There are no Colombian troops on the 
isthmus and satisfaction is everywhere 
expressed at the new order of things. 

The American employees of the railroad 
and others have been armed with rifles 
and revolvers supplied by the Unite. 
States crulser Nashville Together wit 
the latter's men the volunteers vresen+- 
ed a bold front Wednesday and ‘Thurs. 
day afternoons to the Colombians, who 
were threatening the lives of Americans. 
Thanks to the stand taken by Command- 
er Hubbard. of the Nashville, the situa- 
tion was saved.

FROM LIBERIA 


Georgia Blacks Returning to 
Old Home After Sad 
Experience, 


ee eee 


New York, November 6.—Two negro 
men, three women and four children, 
gaunt, hollow-eyed and ragged, have ar- 
rived here from Europe, en route to their 
home in Ocilla, Ga., from Monrovia, They 
constituted a part of the survivors of 
a party of 56 southern negroes who. 
about a year ago, were sent by a number 
of southern philanthropists as an experi- 
ment in colonizing American negroes in 
Liberia. Financial aid in the coloniza- 
tion scheme was furnshed by planters. 
It was hoped that the growing of ce otton 
would mark the success of the venture 
reports had shown that the soil of 
Monrovia was adaptable to its growth. 

The colonists arrived there early in 
February. They found themselves in the 
midst of a tropical wilderness with only 
a few white traders, who were mere ad- 
venture The party planted their seeds. 
but the entire growth was rotted or wash- 
ed out within two months. There were 
continuous rains for weeks at a time, 
the natives were. hostile and finally the 
jungle fever broke out and wrought havoc 
among the colonists, Their provisions 
were depleted and they lived partly on 
native roots. In less than eight months

died. The party which came back did so 
on funds furnished by their former em- 
ployers in Georgia.

When the work 
fs finjshed, no city of its size in the coun- 
try will have a better sewer system. 
The work will not be completed this year, 
though it is progressing as rapidly as 
could be expected.
